Some years ago he had re- 
ceived for distribution 2:0 copies of the 
New Testament, but they only went a 
little way in supplying the wants of the 
people, and he verily believed, judging 
from their state and disposition, that he 
could dispose of as many thousands In 
the course of afew months.

firmity. The longer I was in company 
with the Dean, aud the wider sccpe we 
gave to the conversation, the more did 
he coalesce ; and like the disciples of 
old, “our hearts burned within us” 
while we talked of the wisdom and good- 
ness displayed in the plan of the Divine 
Government,the excellence of theChris- 
tian Institution, and the pleasing pros- 


| pects of the extension of the moral do- 


minion of Jesus, which at present opcn 
on the viewof the church. Excluded, 
by insurmountable local circumstances, 
trom alt information relative to the state 
of religion in other parts of the world, 
the accounts I had it in my power to 
communicate were as cold waters to a 
thirsty soul. The establishment and 
progress of Bible Societies, in particu- 
lar, he could not but regard with a de- 
gree of reverence mingled with the most 
joyful admiration. In the course of the 
evening and following morning, we set- 
tled the mode of supply, the Dean en- 
gaging to institute an immediate inquiry, 
relative to the number of the poor, 
whose circumstances required that co- 
pies be given them gratis, as also how 
many wish to purchase copies of the Bi- 
ble or New Testament, and, on the com- 
pletion of the investigation, to write to 
Copenhagen, by the autumn ships, for 
the quantity needed within his charge. 
At Eskifiord, I was happy t> find a 
consilerable supply had arrived, and 
that Mr. Vidalin, brother to the Bishop, 
and Sheriff of the district, was cordially 
disposed to do every thing that lay in his 
power for the promotion of the good 
cause. I soon explained my plan to him ; 
and I had the satisfaction, before leav- 
ing the place, to see the distribution of 
the Scriptures actually commenced. 
From this gentleman, as well as the 
other residents atthe Factory, and the 
Rev. Mr. G_ Paulson, of Hoimar, I re- 
ceived many services : indeed, they 
scarcely knew how to find terms suffi- 
ciently strong to express their concur- 
rence in the design of my mission. 
From a letter of thanks from the Sheriff, 
in the name and behalf of the inhabitants 
of this Syssel, a translation of which I 
have alrcady forwarded to the Society,

Having spent too much of the 29th at 
the house of the exceilent Mr. Pauison, 
I got benizhted ina desert mountain- 
tract, and, after wading and leading (hs 
horses a considerable way down the 
channel of a river, out of which l had 
the utmost difficulty in extricating My- 
self, 1 pitched my tent in a morass On the 
right bank of the river, not dary to 
proceed any further in the dark. {Next 
day I visited the Dean of South Mule 
Syssel, the Rev. Mr. Gisieson, who re- 
ceived me with much kindness, and re- 
peatedly assured me, that his Deanery 
stood in great want of the Divine Ova- 
cles. The present supply he could 
view in no other iight than tbat of the 
manna which came down from heaven. 
Making the same arrangement with hiin 
that I bad done with the otner Deans, t

On the 3d of September t reached | 


Stafatel, a parsonage occupied by the 
Rev. Berg Magnussen, Dean of East 
Skattafell Sysscl, who had already becn 
apprized of the new edition of the Scrip- 
tures, and waited with impatient anxicty 
for the arrival of copies in his district. 
He had been endeavoring to procure an 
Icelandic Bible fur his own use these 
seventeen years past, but had, at last, 
yiven up ail hopes of ever obtaining the 
treasure. His joy on receiving a copy 
from me was very great ; and, previvus- 
ly to my departure, he wrote a circular 
epistle to his clergy, commupicatin, to 
them the joyfui intelligence, ane uirect- 
Ing them what measures tO aucun, Mi OF 
der to ascertain the real wants vt their 
parishioners. 

During the following ten days I was 
shut up within a narrow spec’, ~some- 
times only half a mile in breadt#s bound- 
ed on the Jeft by the ocean, and ou we 


right by an immense chain of ice-moune | 
tains, from which numerous sub-divi- 
sions project towards the coast, and pou: 
from their interior severai very tui uitua- 
ble rivers, which render traveliiy in | 
this quarter a matter of no smaii cith: ui- | 
ty and danger ; as there is neither terry 
nor bridge over them; the obly practi- 
cable mode of passing them beimy on 
horseback. The accounts I had heard 
of these rivers, and the terrible aspect 
they presented on my apprvaching them, | 
were, certainly, in a high degree, caicu- 
lated tointimidate the mind: but uw Pom. | 
pey could say, when dissuaded by his* 
friends from putting to sca in a storm, 


in order to procure provisions for the | 


army : “ It is necessary that I shouid | 
go, but it is not necessary that | shouid | 
live,” much more was | calied upon to 
arm my mind with the same resoiniion, 
in order to provide perishing sinners 
with the means of life and saivation. 
My confidence was in the faittfulness of 
Him who fath promised, “ When thou 
passest through the waters I will be 
with thee, and through the rvers they | 
shall not overflow thee :” an, biessed | 
be his name, he caused me to ¢xpericnce 
the fulfilment of his promis: in a very 
woy'crful manner. One evening my 
servant and all my baggage-!prses were 
swept along way down by the fury of 
one of these rivers, and [ wasobliged to 
spendthe night alone under ay Incicment 
sky ; but the Lord was with me E aud in 
the multitude of my thoughts within me 
his comforts delighted my saul. 

Wherever I came the people received 
me with open arms, .and complained 
sadly of the dearth of the Scriptures. 
In the parish of Kalfafell, which con- 
tains seventy souls, I found gnly one Bi- 
bie,besides that belonging tojhe church ; 
and, what is remarkable, in the paris# uf 
‘Thyekvabe Abbey, where, about the 
middle of the thirteenth centiry, the first 
attempt was made to translale the Sciip- 
tures into the vernacular laguage, not 
a single copy was found toexist at the 
present day! I had here anopportunity 
of visiting several clergymen, who all 
promised their assistance PD promoting 
the circulation of the Scriptures. On 
the 15th, I spent some timeat Fell, with 
Dean Bryniolfson, who had been recent- 
consequent-_ 
ly had it not in his power togive me any 
exact idea relative to the actual wants of 
the people: bit he engaged to do his 
utmost in order to procure me informa- 
tion on the subject in the course of the 
winter. ; :

CHRISTIANITY AMONG THE 
“HOTTENTOTS. 

{!n the year 1808, ‘he ‘United Brethren es- | 
tablished a mission among the Hottentots in 
Grdeackloof, South Africa. The following | 
extracts from the ‘Diary of the Muss.onaries 
will be found interest ng : J 

Steps preparatory to the Establishing 

ofa Mission at Gruenckloof. 

The Bretheren Kucsics and Bonatz 
were sent from Goadeothal, in order to 
survey the spot offered tu the Bret wren by 
the Government, and to make their re- 
portthereon. They tound toere from | 
sixiy to seventy Hottentots, residing in 
twelve buts. 

We conversed with several of them, | 


| (they say.) and, by and by, here came a 
; good many to us of their own accord. | 


The women and children sat down in a | 
semi-circle before us, the men standing 
We asked them whether 
they were willing that one or two mis- 
sionavies from Gnadecuthal should come 
and live with them, and teach them the 
way of salvation. They all, as with one 
voice, answered, “ Yes: we beg thy 
may come.” Before this conversation, 
their behavior had been rather shy ; but 
when they heard that we were teachers 
from Guadenthal, ali fear was at an end, 
and they became quite confident. One of 
the women said, * 1 tou have got a soul, 
for which Lought to be concerned.” 
BrotherKuester visited an old man in his 
hut, and asked him the same question as 
we had asked the rests he quite rejoiced 
at it, and said,“ Oyes: thatisgood. I 
have now lain here above two years, and 
éannot walk ; but as soon as a church is 
built here, | will get myself carried into 
it, that I also may hear God’s word, and 
learn how I may be saved.” Of ail the 
Hottentots here, one only, a woman, had 
ever been at Gnadenthal. In general 
we must say that we felt much affection 
for them; and could confidently hope 
that our Lord would gather together a 
flock in this place also, as it appears that 
they have already a great desire to hear 
the word of God. 
Missionaries at Gruenekloof. 

Encouraged by the hopeful prospect, 
the Brethren at Gnadenthal appointed 
the Missionaries J. P. Kohrhammer and 
J. H. Schmitt to labor at this new sta- 
tion: where they entered on their work 
March 24th, 1808.

We were commended by 
our Brethren in fervent prayer to the 
grace of our Lord and Saviour, and the 
guidance of His Holy Spirit, for the new 
work, committed unto us 

March 24—We asrived safe at the 
place of uur future abode. The text of 
Scripture appointed for this day* was ree 
markably encouraging to us: Isa. xliv. 
21. 

March 27.—We set out ina waggon 
to visit the Hottentots in Lauws Kraal, 
and informed their Captain, Kiapmus, 
that we wished to see and converse with 
his people, and therefore requested him 
to convene them for the purpose. Ima 
short time, about 100 men, women, and 


, children assembled We went with them 


to tne shacy declivity of a hill, bordered 
by a poplar wood, a fine spring of water 
refreshing the ground. Hither they had 
conycyced an old broken settee and some 
old chairs for our accommodation ; and 
after sinying a few verses, Br “her K.. 
addressed them onthe view we had in 
coming hither, to make them acquainted 
wits their Saviour, shewing how He, out 
of ilove to sinners, and to redeem them 
from sin and death, and reconcile them 
to God, had suffired the death of the 
cross. The Hottentots listened with 
great apparent devotion, and afterwards 
expressed their thanks in a lively man- 
her. 

ihey were then told, that all those 
who wisied to hear the word of God, 
and to live in conformity to it, should 
seek, if possible, to place their huts neaz- 
er to their teacher’s dwelling. They 
agreed to the proposals made to them in 


this view; and on the day following, se- 


vcral Came to ask leave to live on our 
laid. 

March 30 —We measured off 18 lots 
of ground fur buts and gardens. The 
huts or cottages are to stand in two pae 
rallel lines, inclosing the garden ground. 

April t——We saw with pleasure that 
the Hottentots went diligently to work, 
to put up the huts upon the before- 
mentioned jots; and oa the 2d, two out 
ot the cighteen were already inhabited. 

April 3.—Brother K. preached forthe 
first time in tits place twa considerable 
number of Houcntots. They were all 
very still and auentive ; and afterwards 
expressed their gratitude in a manner 
which encouraged us to hope, that the 
word of the Cross will approve itself in 
this piace also, as the powcr of God unto 
Saivation. 

Apri _9.—Beiag Paim. Sunday, we 
jad again. many hearersy@nu weee dili- 
gently visited by the Hottentots during 
the weck. 

On Easter-Sunday great attention pre- 
vailcd among our audience, while we 


/ endeavored to set forth Jesus, whe died, 


rose, and revived, that he might raise us 
up unto newness of life. 

April 24.—We acquainted the Hot- 
tentois that we were now ready to begin 


' to keep schvois, and should be glad to 


see both men, women, and children, 
come to be instructed : they should 


_ therefore consider about it, and those 


who wished to learn, might have their 


. names written down, but none should do 


it by compulsion. 

April 25 —Sixteen women and eleven 
children came to beg for instruction, 
both in reading and an the ChristianDoc- 
tries! We wok down their names, 
spoke with them of the benefit of Chris- 
tian Instruction, and gave them leave to 
attend. : 

May 2.—\We began our school with 
14 men, 23 women, and 22 children, For 
the present, the men will have two, the 
women two, and the children four 
schools in a weck, and on Wednesdays 
and Saturdays there will be meetings 
for the children, to which also the adults 
have leave tocome. The daily evening- 
meetings will be held, as usual, in our 
setticinents. 

May 8—Upward of 70 Hottentots at- 
tended Divine Worship. 

May ii and 12.—Several Hottentots 
called upon us to speak about the state 
of their souls. Pit Seidon said: 
« Wherever | am, I cannot get rid of the 
thought, that all is not right with me. 
Waoen I am at work with six or seven 
other men, and they are conversin 
about things, which formerly I delighted 
to hear, | am like adeafman. I cannot 
bear to hear it, but must go alone into 
the woods, ‘and cry to God for mercy * 
then I feel somewhat comforted.” We 
encouraged him not to cease crying ‘to 
the Lord, till he is assured of the for- 
giveness of his sitls. 

To hear such expressions from the 
Hottentots is indeed very spree) 
but we have had experience enough 
know, that with many of ‘them, they are 
mere words, and not to be d 
upon. The manner of living among 
them is more beastly than human, and 
they are continually exposed to evil * 
but we wait the Lord’s time, and:

This being the first baptismal transac- 
_ tion here, many heathen attended and 
were deeply affected by it- 

June 18.—With our neighbors, and 
the white people in general, we live in 
peace, and enjoy much friendship and 
regard from them: though some were 
disposed to think, that by our collecting 
the Hottentets into one settlement, we 
should prevent them working at the 
farmers’. We have fully explained to 
- all who inquired about it, that we by no 
means wish to detain them, but rather 
encourage them to diligence ; and espe- 
cially see to it, that they keep their 
word with the farmers and do their work 
faithfully, according to the ptecepts con- 
tained in the word of God. To this all 
the farmers ‘both about Gnadenthal and 
the Capetown can bear witness. 

Aug. 19.——By occasion of a man, call- 
ed Buy Kleenboy, obtaining leave to live 
on our land, we again made our people 
acquainted with the rules of the settle- 
ment, and desired them to avoid trans- 
gressing them. At present we find it to 
be a u. ficult task to settle their disputes, 
as they are apt to quarrel about trifles, 
and will not be pacified, till a Missionary 
interferes, and speaks seriously and de- 
cisively with the parties. 

October.—Having hitherto narrowly 
observed the external conduct and man-

: Jan. 16—The harvest being ended, | 
the women came and begged us to begin 
again to keep school. We desired them 
all to come and tell us their names,which 
we neted down in a took, and took this 
opportunity to speak to each,and declare 
tothem the love of our Saviour, who 
calls them also to repentance and the for- 
giveness of their sins. We then began 
the school with twenty-one women. 

Jan. 17.—The men followed their ex- 
ampie. We treated them in the same 
manner, and began a schoo! with twelve. 
As to the children, brother Schmitt be- 
gan to keep school, and give them in- 
struction four times a week. 

Feb. 2.—We were much affected and 
delighted with a proof of the love of 
some of our people. They came and 
brought us a present of water melons, 
Spanish melons, and other fruit, as the 
firstlings of their garden ground. Our 
hearts were filled with thanks to Goa for | 
his blessing on their exertions, for it is 
not a year since our valley was nothing 
but a wild place covered with brush- 
wood. To show our love to them, we 
made them in return a present of part of | 
our crop. 

Feb. 4.—One of the Missionaries, go- | 
ing to visit the kraals, found a party of 
Hotentot women in earnest conversa- 








ner of living among our Hottentots,with 
a view to advise and lead them by de- 
grees into more order, cleanliness, and 
regularity of living,we thought we would 
now begin to give them an opportunity of 
speaking with us individualiy concerning 
the state of their souls, and mode a re-

Oct. 19.—Old Pitt Jaeger, a candidate 

for baptism, came toa Missionary, and 
said : “ | come to ask a question of you. 
First, what is to be done with me now ? 
and secondly, what is to become of me ?” 
The Missionary answered : “ You think 
because you have been admitted as a 
candidate for baptism, that you are now 
soon to be baptized ; but let me tell you, 
you must first know Him who instituted 
baptism, and what is meant by that holy 
ordinance ; for Jesus says not only, he 
that is baptized, but, he that believeth 
and is baptized, shall be saved. Are you 
acquainted by faith with Him, as a Sa- 
viour,who has redeemed lost sinners by 
his precious blood, and has power to 
forgive your sins? Are you willing to 
forsake your wicked life, and to devote 
yourself to your rightful Lord and Mas- 
ter? If you are, then the fruits of your 
faith will be seen: and as to what will 
become of you, you will be reconciled to 
God, and through the merits of Jesus, be 
delivered from the power of sin and Sa- 
tan. You will know God as your gra- 
cious Friend and Father, and that you 
are a pardoned sinner. Thenas to what 
will be done with you, you will be num- 
bered with God’s people, and every good 
gift will be imparted unto you.”

{The Rev. Timothy Alden, President of 
Allegany college,in Meadville, (Pa.) has given 
an account. of « visit which be lately made to 
the Seneca Indians, from which.we have made 
the following extracts. } 

From Owen’s ferry on the Connewan- 
go about fourteen mies above its conflu- 


' euce with the Alleghany at Warren, to 


the first Judian huts, is twelve miles, ten 
of which is a new and excellent waggon 
road over a jofty ridge of easy asceni,but 
through a dreary wilderness without one 
human habitation. After riding most of 
the day in a cold and continued rain, we 
were glod to find a shelter in the cabin 
of Peter Crous, whe lives onthe banks 
of the Aliegany. Here we experienced 
“no little kindness.” © Our host, a Ger- 
man by birth, was taken in the revolu- 
tionary war at the age of fourtecn years 
and was adopted as one of the Seneca 
tribe. He appears in the Indian costume 
and with bis cars slit. His habiqual tan 

guage is that of the soft, melodious, and 


' truly donick Seneca; yethe is able to 


converse mn the English. His squaw is 
a weili-behavec, neat, and industrious 
woman, and they have a numerous lami- 
ly of fine-leoking children. He gladly 
received one of vur Bibies, of which we 
took anumber trom our Bible Socicty

to school. ‘This regimen has had a good 


to their instructor, a worthy, pivus man, 
and to the business of learning. ‘They 
now spell words of four and five sylia- 
bles remarkably well, considering all 
circumstances, and some are beginning 
to read easy lessons without speiling.— 
The government of the sénoo! would be 
an irksome task but forthe aid and 
sanction of the noble spirited chief and 
of the parents of the scholars. On the 
whole, this institution is in as flourishing 
a condition as one could reasonably ex- 
pect. It lies much upon Cornplanter’s 
heart. He says he often prayed to theGreat 
Spirit in reference to such an Institution 
for the benefit of his benighted tribe, be- 
fore it was established, and that he still 
prays to him for its prosperity. 

The success attendant on this attempt 
has induced the Missionary Society to

These, we expect soon to have 
under our care. On the subject of 
| preaching by interpreters, he gave us to 
understand, that it might be done with 
profit to the natives, provided good in- 

terpreters could be obtained. He was 

finally so obliging us to offer us occa- 

sionally both his Cingalese and Malabar 

interpreters. Indeed he is very kind to 
| us, and ready to assist us in any way that 

lies in his power. The Methodist So- 

ciety in England have at present five 

inissionaries on the island, who came out 

with tie late Dr. Coke. Mr. Ault is 
dead.

Their courage was not that insensi- 
bility to pain, which has been given alike to 
the strong man and to the strong brute—nor 
that blindness to danger, which arises from 
stupidity or pession—but it was a grand moral 
quality, which, independent of animal organ- 
ization and instictive feeling, is sometimes 
found in the weakest frames. They had that 
energy, which, though its subject may be a- 
live to pain, and sagacious to Bastia danger, 
Presses forwurd, in spite of both, to the accom- 
plishment of its purposes. They possessed al- 
soa still higher courage The vilest of man- 
kind often exhibit animal ferocity, and, some- 
times, even that noble intrepidity, which, 's- 
tinct from sense, resides in the mind. But the 
men, of whom I sp ak, showed the courage of 
piety. They had drunk largely of a spirit, which 
God has created eternal, invincible, and im- 
mutable.

Theirs was the spirit, 
which maintained the firmness of primitive 
Christianity, amidst the lurid glare that light- 
ed the gardens of Nero. The spirit which 
cheered the dying moments of Sanders and 
Latimer, sustained the constancy of Hooper, 
raised for Haukes the signal of triumph, sup- 
ported the lingering torments of Ridlev, visi- 
ted Cranmer at the last hour, and heid his 
guilty hand firm in the blaze that consumed 
it, and which has enabled thousands of the 
feebler sex, cheerfully to quench with their 
blood the violence of fire. 
spirit which attended Luther to the diet at 
Worms, carried Buchanan into the recesses 
of the inquisition, and led Howard through 
store-houses of disease, ard the dark corners 
of Cruelty.
